Mr. Baird said the question was, have 
the parties been confined there 30 days or 
longer? if so. they were entitled to'lheir 
discharge. His honor bad done only 
what was his duty as the incumbent of 
the bench. 

The Judge made some remarks in re- 
gard to tbe court. He Mid that bis acts 
as a Judge were subject to criticism and 
to the approval or disapproval of tbe pub- 
lic. He said that be was a member of tbe 
Legislature which formed tbe city char- 
ter; that he was Mayor and Judge for '34 
and ':ti, and in ' to waa appointed regular 
Judge. He had made the order on the 
keener of the workhouse in order to know 
tbe time the prisoners hsd been confined 
there, and, also, to see if he could mitigate 
their punishment. The fiuing of persons 
too much was Irregular Hnd illegal, 
snd tbey could recover dsinagea. 
He contended thst the object of 
th" law, iu pu lishtnent, was only 
to ictorm vi :e, and that extreme 
ptit'i-bment could be inflicted on no 
one. He would do his duly, and was 
resisted on the mere pretext that be 
should be elected each day, because one 
or two lawyers had Mid so. He was elect- 
ed by tbe members of tbe bar for the oc- 
casion, wbich occasion was for the re- 
mainder of tbe term, or during the ab- 
sence of the regular judge. The terms of 
the court, he argued, are monthly; and a 
judge pro tern, is elected for the term, 
which to for one month, whether the cases 
la> for trial by jury or not. He would not 
be elected each day for the reasons that 
this he looked upon as doubting his integ- 
rity or ability. He contended that the 
rule be bad made was in conformity ■ ith 
law, but be would respect the prohibition.
